Section 1. Section 53-304, Reissue Revised Statutes of
Nebraska, is anmended to read:

53-304. Each Nebraska w nery shall pay to the Nebraska
Li quor Control Conmmi ssion twenty dollars for every one hundred sixty

gallons of juice produced or received by its facility. Each Nebraska

grape producer shall pay to the Departnment of Revenue twenty dollars

per ton of grapes sold. Gfts, grants, or bequests nay be received

for the support of the Nebraska Grape and Wnery Board. Funds paid
pursuant to the eharge charges inposed by this section and funds
received from gifts, grants, or bequests shall be renmtted to the
State Treasurer for «credit to the Wnery and Gape Producers
Pronoti onal Fund which is hereby created. For administrative purposes,
the fund shall be located in the Departnent of Agriculture. All
revenue credited to the fund shall be used by the departnent, at the
direction of and in cooperation with the board, to develop and
mai ntain programs for the research and advancenent of the grow ng,
selling, marketing, and pronotion of grapes, fruits, berries, honey,
and other agricultural products and their byproducts grown and
produced in Nebraska for use in the wine industry. Such expenditures
may include, but are not limted to, all necessary funding for the
enpl oynent of experts in the fields of viticulture and enol ogy, as
deermed necessary by the board, and prograns ained at inproving the
pronotion of all varieties of wnes, grapes, fruits, berries, honey,
and other agricultural products and their byproducts grown and
produced in Nebraska for use in the wine industry.

Funds credited to the fund shall be wused for no other

purposes than those stated in this section. Any funds not expended
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during a fiscal year may be naintained in the fund for distribution or
expenditure during subsequent fiscal years. Any noney in the fund
avail able for investnent shall be invested by the state investnent
officer pursuant to the Nebraska Capital Expansion Act and the
Nebraska State Funds |nvestnent Act.

Sec. 2. Oiginal section 53-304, Reissue Revised Statutes of

Nebraska, is repeal ed.
